Green Accepts 
Roosevelt's 
Request 


Head of AFL Appoints 
Committee of Three to 
Talk Peace 


progress of 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
promptly accepted President 
Roosevelt’s invitation to appoint a 
committee to meet with a commit- 
tee representing the congress of 
industrial organizations in an ef- 
fort to settle the strife in the labor 
movement which began in 1935 
when the CIO was set up as an 
organization dual to the A. F. of L. 

The committee named by Mr. 
Green consists of three A. F. of L. 
vice presidents, Harry C. Bates, 
president of the Bricklayers, Ma- 
sons and Plasterers’ International 
Union of America; Matthew Woll, 
first vice president of the Inter- 
national Photo-Engravers’ Union 
of North America and editor of 
the American Photo-Engraver, and 
Daniel J, Tobin, president of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen 
and Helpers of America. 


In announcing the appointment 
of the committee Mr, Green said 
the American Federation of Labor 
would not consent to make the 
“democratic principles” which un- 
derlie the structure of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor the sub- 
ject matter of negotiation. He add- 
ed that the mechanical difficulties 
in the way of peace had increased 
since the unsuccessful negotiations 
at the end of 1937. 

Tuesday, this week, Dan Tobin, 
head of the powerful teamsters’ 
union, withdrew as a delegate on 
the committee. Tobin said he had 
too much business to attend to at 
the present time and could not 
serve on the peace committee.

Also the banks have exces e- 
serves of $3,250,000,000 which could 
form a base for credit of over

add still further to the funded cap- 
ital available for investment. In 
fact our present investment in in- 
dustry could be increased enor- 
mously without straining our credit 
structure.

Expanded 


“On the other 


hand we find that 
in industrial countries over the en- 
tire world the great durable goods 
investments of the power age are 
being used for production of con- 
sumers’ durable goods. Against the 
investments in factories and ma- 
chinery, mines, railroads and 


power lines which made mass pro- 


duction possible, we have today’s 
investments in automobiles, houses, 
schools, public parks and _ build- 
ings for consumers’ use. The net- 
work of roads thrown across the 
country after 1920 exceeds in mile- 
age the railroads built after 1840. 


This expansion from producers’ to 
consumers’ capital is typical of 
the power age, which Is indeed the 
age of the consumer. 
Government Investment 
Stressed 

“In democratic countries, much 
of the investment which has 
created these durable consumers’ 
goods was made through govern- 
ment borrowing. The peoples of 
democratic countries are using 
their governments to an increasing 
extent as the channel for invest- 
ment in permanent improvements 
such as low rent housing, schools, 
recreation centers, roads, hospitals 
and other services. 

“Increasing investment means 
increasing debt, for large scale in- 


vestment, whether in government 
work or private industry, cannot 
be made without large scale bor- 
rowing. 
Increasing Long-Term 
Debt Favored 

“Increasing long term debt is 
healthy and normal in a growing 
industrial country, for industrial 
progress is impossible without in- 
creasing investment. 

“In the United States the total 


long term debt (or investment) of 
the American people, both govern- 
ment and private, increased from 
$38,000,000,000 in 1913-14 to $75,000,- 
000,000 in 1921 and $126,000,000,000 
in 1929. Thus long term investment 
(or debt) increased by more than 
$6,000,000,000 per 

“In the depression, 
1937, our total long term debt in- 
creased by only $3,200,000,000 per 
year; the increase was 
tirely in government, 
debt. Thus it is clear that although 
we have added nearly $20,000,000,- 
000 to our federal debt from 1932 
to date our borrowing increased 
less than in the prosperous ’20’s. 
We did not, however, invest 
enough in permanent long term 
improvements to keep industry 
busy to capacity. Our present per 
capita federal debt is only half 
that of Great Britain. 


“The government borrowing 
power can well be used for invest- 
ments to raise the general living 
standard if its use is carefully 
planned so as to stimulate private 
industry and to produce improve- 
ments of real value to the Ameri- 
can people. What can be accom- 
plished in a well planned, long- 
term program differs greatly from 
temporary ‘pump-priming.’ * * *”

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Mennonites Exempted 
From A. F. L. Contract 


Religious Objections 
Recognized by Milk Wagon 
Drivers in Philadelphia 
Strike Settlement 


An unusual principle was pro- 
mulgated at Philadelphia, Pa., 
when Local 463, Bakery and Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ union, affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor, excused three employes 
from membership in its organiza- 
tion because of their religious 
scruples. 

The union took this action in 
connection with the closed shop 
contract negotiated with the milk 
firm of Martin Century Farms, of 
Lansdale, Pa. 

The contract which ended a 10- 
day strike, affected three Mennon- 
ite employes of the company’s 
Lansdale plant. It stipulated: 

“The employer and the union 
agree that members of Mennonite 
or other religious faith, whose re- 
ligious beliefs prohibit them from 
joining labor organizations, may 
be employed and retained without 
becomfng members of tle union.” 

The contract, however, specifies 
a closed shop for other workers. 

Mennonites own to no authority 
outside the Bible. Hence they feel 
they should join no organization. 
Some unions have an understand- 
ing they need not join, even in a 
closed shop. However, some do 
join, but avoid union activities. 

John Backhus, union business 
agent, said the union's agreement 
is in line with the United States 
constitution’s guarantee of relig- 
ious freedom,

PROBLEMS AT HAND: Hap- 
penings of this week, both of to- 
tally different nature, and yet both 
striking into the very heart of the 
welfare of Californians as well as 
paint makers, have caused wide- 
spread comment. 


The first and closest to home 
was the calling of the California 
paint industry adjustment board 
for a ruling on the standing of an 
“old” employee being transferred 
from a _ position outside of the 
union’s jurisdiction to one under 
the union’s jurisdiction. 


Representing the manufacturers, 
R. P. Prentys, west coast manager 
of the National Lead Co.; J. Mul- 
lins, president of the General Paint 
Co., and Harry Brawner, treasurer 
of the W. P. Fuller Co. 


Representing the paint makers, 
Tom Meagher, international or- 
ganizer for the brotherhood, Russ 
Johnson, business agent for Local 
No. 1071, and Jack Kopke, business 
agent for Local No. 1101. 


A brief of the dispute and the 
company’s stand were presented 
by the National Lead Co, at whose 
plant the “test case” arose. The 
union’s argument was drawn up 
by Johnson and Kopke. These pa- 
pers were in the hands of the 
board several days prior to the 
meeting held last Tuesday in San 
Francisco. 


After a two hour discussion, 
with both sides presenting views, a 
vote was taken on the following 
issues: 

Issue 1. Should Virgin (a worker 
who had been in the employee of 
the company for twenty years in 
a non-union capacity—transferred 
into a union job) be required by 
the company to make application 
to join the union as a condition 
of employment, in order that the 
company comply with the agree- 
ment? 


With KOPKE 


Issue 2. In the event that the 
vote of the adjustment board on 
the above question is “yes,” then 
will Virgin’s seniority (in the 
event of lay-off due to slackness 
of work) be considered as January, 
1919 (first hired by the company), 
or as January, 1939 (date hired 
into union’s jurisdiction), assum- 
ing that he make application to 
join the union as of January 1939, 
paying initiation fees and dues as 
from that date? 

Vote of adjustment board: On is- 
sue 1, the vote was 5 to 1 in favor 
of the union. On issue 2, the de- 
cision was to table this phase of 
the problem for more _ thought, 
with the idea that it be clarified 
during negotiations of the next 
agreement, unless some worker 
was jeopardized by Virgin’s sen- 
iority. If such dispute should arise 
the union would have the alterna- 
tive of immediately referring the 
matter to the board. 

PAINT MAKERS! GIVE THIS 
PROBLEM SERIOUS THOUGHT: 
The other and equally important 
event is brought out clearly in the 
series of news articles running in 
one of our bay papers. The sub- 
ject — “Okies” — those migrating 
thousands from the mid west dust 
bowl. 


That a half million of them are 
here already; adding to our tax 
problem, our relief rolls, our labor

Clothing Firm Barred 


In Sales to War Dept. 


Eisner Company Charged 

With Falsifying Time Records 
To Cover Violations of Walsh- 
Healey Public Contracts Act 


William B, Grogan, examiner of 
the public contracts division of the 
department of labor, ruled that the 
Sigmund Eisner company of Red 
Bank, N. J., supplier of army uni- 
forms and clothing, had falsified 
time cards of employes in order to 
cover up violations of the Walsh- 
Healey Public Contracts act. He 
recommended that because of this 
alleged fraud the concern should 
not receive any government con- 
tracts for three years. 

The firm, it was ruled, was also 
indebted to the government for 
liquidated damages in the sum of 
$31,958.04. The company has twen- 
ty days in which to file an excep- 
tion and to appeal to the secretary 
of labor to set aside the decision. 
Time Cards Were Fraudulent 

In his decision, Mr. Grogan said 
that the firm had permitted em- 
ployes to work more than eight 
hours a day or forty hours a week 
without payment of overtime rates 
and had failed to pay the minimum 
wages of 37% cents and 40 cents 
an hour required under the law. 

According to the decision the 
company “admitted that the time 
cards did not show hours actually 
worked.” The company has plants 
at Red Bank, South Amboy, Free- 
hold and Union Beach, N. J. 


ANDREWS CLAMPS DOWN 
ON PAY ACT VIOLATORS 


One Hundred Inspectors 
Detailed to Check Up on 
Many Complaints 


Definite action to tighten en- 
forcement of the fair labor stand- 
ards act of 1938 were announced 
by Administrator Elmer F, An- 
drews. 


Declaring that his purpose was 
to provide “fair and even handed 
administration,’ Mr. Andrews de- 
tailed 100 inspectors to check up 
on 2,800 charges that employers 
had violated the measure. 


Meanwhile the department of 
Justice announced that it was pre- 
pared for the first criminal prose- 
cution under the act on the basis 
of complaints filed against an un- 
identified shoe manufacturer of 
Lawrence, Mass. 

“The law has teeth in it, and 
we are going to see that the teeth 
bite when occasion requires, both 


for the protection of workers 
against conscienceless employers 
and of law abiding employers 


against chiseling competitors,” An- 
drews said. 

Civil actions—the only kind filed 
thus far—carry no penalties. But 
convicted on criminal charges sub- 
jects employers to a fine which 
may not exceed $10,000 for the 
first offense, and a fine and im- 
prisonment up to six months for 
subsequent convictions. 

Although the law has been in ef- 
fect nearly four months, only five 
court actions have been filed 
against alleged violators.

DEMAND THE UNION

Comes Under Wage Act 


Industrial home workers were 
blanketed under the fair labor 


standards act of 1938 in an order 
issued by Administrator Elmer F. 
Andrews. It was estimated that the 
ruling affected several thousand 
wage earners victimized by a shift 
of sweatshop labor to the home. 

In the order Mr. Andrews ruled 
that for a six-month experimental 
period, beginning March 15, em- 
ployers of home workers must list 
all workers, date and hour on 
which work is given out and re- 
turned, hours worked on each lot, 
piece rates promised, wages paid 
and social security tax deductions. 

Whether payment is on a piece- 
work or hourly basis, the rules 
state, each worker must be paid at 
a rate not less than 25 cents an 
hour, with time and a half for 
hours over 44 in one work week. 

Andrews, in a statement, sald: 

“The regulations represent the 
best judgment of some of those 
who participated in conferences on 
the subject. They felt that the reg- 
ulations will at least test the prac- 
ticability of this kind of control 
and perhaps answer the question 
whether we can enforce the fair 
labor standards act as it now 
stands with respect to work of this 
nature.” 

Regulations cover “any person 
producing in or about the home, 
for an employer, goods from mate- 
rials furnished directly by or in- 
directly for such employer.” Prin- 
cipal industries affected are men’s 
neckwear, leather goods, gloves, 
knitted wear, bedspreads and em- 
broidery. 


Advertising Is Used 
To Expose Chiselers 


Wage chiselers have been cleaned 
out of the bedspread industry, the 
Tufted Bedspread association an- 
nounced this week. 

The association did the trick, its 
president explained, by using news- 
paper advertisements to locate em- 
ployes who were paid less than the 
25 cents an hour minimum speci- 
fied under the wage-hour act. 

Then it threatened the chiseling 
manufacturers that if they didn’t 
comply with the act their names 
would be sent to the wage-hour ad- 
ministration. The employers gave 
in. 


Aliens Given Year 
To Become Citizens 


Every alien who does not apply 
for first citizenship papers within 
a year after he becomes eligible to 
do so would be deported, under a 
drastic bill proposed this week by 
Congressman Jennings Randolph 
(Dem., W. Va.). 

The bill, if passed, would hit 
3,500,000 to 5,000,000 non-citizens 
now in this country, Randolph 
estimated.

Department of Justice Demands 
Over Million Dollars Damages 
For Conspiracy to 

Overcharge the Government 


The evident determination of 
certain large business interests to 
evade statute law appears to be re- 
vealed in a suit brought by the de- 
partment of justice against eight- 
een of the largest tire manufac- 
turers in the United States on 


charges of conspiring to fix prices 
of tires sold to the government be- 
tween October 1, 1936, and March 
81, 1938. 

The department alleged that the 
companies resorted to collusive or 
identical bidding on government 
,contracts, which is held to violate 

4the provision of the Sherman act 

which seeks to give the govern- 
ment the advantages of competi- 
tive bidding. 

Taking action under Section 7 
of the anti-trust act which pro- 
vides for triple damages, the gov- 
ernment sued the companies for 
$1,053,474. 

The eighteen companies named 
by the government as defendants 
are: Cooper corporation, Dayton 
Rubber Manufacturing company, 
Dunlop Tire & Rubber corporation, 
Falls Rubber company, Firestone 
Tire & Rubber company, Fisk 
Rubber corporation, General Tire

company, Kelly-Springfield Tire 
company, Lee Tire & Rubber com- 
pany of New York, Inc., Mohawk

FITTERS’ NOTES 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


The unions of the building and 
construction trades councils of the 
bay counties have demonstrated 
their willingness to do their 
share in preventing any unneces- 


sary delays on construction work 
where questions affecting either 
jurisdictional disputes or wage in- 
creases are involved. A short time 
ago the rod men, an affiliate of 
the bridge structural iron workers’ 
international association in Ala- 
meda county were negotiating for 
an increase in wage from ten to 
eleven dollars per day. When the 
employer refused to grant that in- 
crease these men continued to 
work with the understanding that 
the matter would be referred to 
arbitration, and pending that de- 
cision there would be no cessation 
of work. 

Following the action of the struc- 
tural iron workers’ union of Ala- 
meda county work throughout the 
northern section of the state was 
affected by the stoppage of work 
by employers of the structural iron 
workers’ union of San Francisco 
who were employed on jobs in the 
several counties by employers who 
were operating in the city of San 
Francisco. Recognizing the prec- 
edent established by the local 
union of Alameda county, the mem- 
bers of the San Francisco local 
union also accepted the proposal 
to arbitrate the demands which 
permitted work on a number of 
large structures to proceed. In do- 
ing this all the other building 
crafts who were out of employ- 
ment due to the stoppage caused 
by the rod men proceeded to 
work, 

This is called to your attention 
for “the purpose of illustrating one 
of the many benefits resulting 
from the stabilization agreement 
existing between the east bay gen- 
eral contractors and the Alameda 
County Building and Construction 
Trades Council. 

Stay Away from “Unfair” Places 

Another matter which should re- 
ceive our attention not only for 
the present but for all future time, 
is that where it is compulsory for 
the building and _ construction 
trades council to place a picket in 
front of a job because of the “un- 
fair” attitude of the owner, in or- 
der to officially notify union me- 
chanics to stay off that job inas- 
much as the owner wants a non- 
union job, for which the picket is 
paid during the duration of the 
construction work. To this point 
we are successful. But after the

Senate Civil Liberties Group Holds That Agencies 
Are Frequently Used by Employers to Destroy 
Trade Unions and Pervert Representative 
Government; Legislation Planned to Protect Rights 


The report of the civil liberties 
committee of the United States 
senate on private policy systems is 
@& well documented study of the 
anti-labor functions performed by 


company police in the employ of 
the Harlan County Coal Operators’ 
association, of Kentucky, the ac- 
tivities of sheriff's deputies in that 
county, and the activities of the 
police force of the Republic Steel 
corporation in its plants in Ohio, 
New York and Michigan. 

The civil liberties committee con- 
sists of Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, Jr., of Wisconsin, chairman, 
and Senator Elbert D. Thomas, of 
Utah.

“Employers using the channels 
of interstate commerce should not 
be permitted to spread and per- 
petuate a system of repressing the 
civil rights guaranteed by the fed- 
eral constitution and federal leg- 
islation.

Company Police Must Be Curbed 

“In the interest of industrial 
peace and the uninterrupted func- 
tioning of the natural economic 
system, it is necessary that federal 
action confine company police sys- 
tems to their proper duty of pro- 
tecting plant and property. 

“In recommending legislation to 
correct the evils of company police 
systems the committee is scru- 
pulous not to interfere with the 
right of the employer to police his 
premises or employ persons for the 
legitimate functions of protection.

Pensions for Oldsters 


The political influence of elderly people whose capacity to 
produce commodities and render effective service in our system 
of production is still very large but who are barred from employ- 
ment by those who own and operate industry continues to im- 
press federal legislators. 


This influence was apparent when Senator O. Andrews and 
Representatives J. Harding Peterson and A. Pat. Cannon, all of 
Florida, told the house ways and means committee in the hearing 
on proposed amendments to the social security act that persons 
past 60 years of age should be guaranteed a comfortable living 
by means of a $200 a month pension. 


Senator Andrews said there was one ghost haunting every 
elderly person: the question of what would happen to him when 
he no longer could earn a living. Of course what the senator 
meant was what would happen to the elderly person when em- 
ployers would no longer permit him to earn a living. 


Emphasizing the point that all of those eligible for pensions 
after 60 had contributed large amounts to support our govern- 
mental institutions, Mr. Andrews declared that “there ought to 
be some kind of dividend for men who have paid taxes for 40 
years and own a part of the richest government in the world.” 


Representative Peterson asserted that, despite our large na- 
tional income, “today the old people probably need help more 
than at any other period in history.’ He said the plan for $200 a 
month pension would put money in circulation and stimulate 
business. It might result in some increase in living costs, but the 
element of social justice involved in providing for the elderly 
should be considered even though it did raise the cost of living. 

Representative Cannon expressed his belief that the $200 a 
month pension would “abolish the need and necessity of poor- 
houses,” which he characterized as “eyesores on civilization.” He 
said the enactment of the pension legislation would be justified 
on that ground alone. 

Much of the insistent and growing demand for pensions for 
elderly people is rooted in the policy of many employers to dis- 
criminate against the employment of middle-aged workers, who 
are thus compulsorily relegated to the unemployed army despite 
their mental and physical ability to produce wealth and perform 
service. 

When employers refuse to permit hundreds of thousands of 
able bodied working men and women to earn a living, pensions 
adequate to support them in comfort are absolutely imperative. 
Under our system of representative government based on the 
franchise for all adults, it is inevitable that the victims of this dis- 
crimination should use their political power to secure by legisla- 
tion the essential justice denied them by our economic dictators.

building is completed and occu- 
pied, then is the time when our 
effective work should be done and 
this can be done without cost to 
anyone. 


The job I mention at this time is 
a store being erected on the corner 
of Foothill boulevard and Parker 
street, which is to be occupied by 
one of the men who is working on 
the job. We all know that that 
particular neighborhood is popu- 
lated by working men, most of 
whom are affiliated with some la- 
bor organization; not only the men 
but the wives, sons, and daughters 
as well. If the store is not patron- 
ized by union men and women and 
the owner is left to the patronage 
of the non-union element in that 
district, it is safe to say that the 
doors will be locked tightly within 
a reasonable period of time. So a 
word to the wise is supposed to be 
sufficient. 


This job is merely one of many 
where the same methods could be 
applied not only in the stores but 
in the residential sections as well. 
If the men and women of labor 
were as strictly imbued with the 
spirit of true unionism during 
their non-working hours as they 
are during the work day we would 
have less non-union-built _ resi- 
dences. 


The same can be applied in the 
purchase of goods. The non-union 
manufacturer would have to de- 
pend for his success upon those 
who he so consistently ignores in- 
sofar as living conditions, wages 
and hours are concerned. 


League Doing Good Work 

The union label league is doing 
a very good amount of work 
although somewhat handicapped 
for finances, by issuing informa- 
tion as to where union-made goods 
can be purchased. The cost of af- 
filiation in the union label league 
is exceptionally reasonable, being 
but one cent per member per 
month. If every labor union in 
Alameda county were contributing 
to that noble work, we would all 
be repaid many times and further, 
if the East Bay Labor Journal was 
received in the homes of every 
member of organized labor in the 
county it would add additional 
strength to the movement, and 
when subscribed for by the unions 
the fee is nominal, 

The next regular meeting of the 
Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ Local, 
Union No. 444, is to be held on the 
regular meeting night, March 8th, 
and, as usual, we shall look for 
and appreciate a large attendance.

county line . . to no avail, at 
least to the state. 


“California, Here I Come” is the 
new theme song of those dusty- 
corn-fed ’39 pioneers. And are they 
coming? California can adjust to 
conservative migration, but this 
isn’t conservative. And yet they 
are Americans, just as you or I. 

That they are desperate for food 
and clothing not only heavily adds 
to the burdens of our state, but 
also seriously threatens our labor 
standards. When a man’s family is 
starving he’ll work for anything. 
And the fact that these “Okies” 
are lacking in union traditions 
even makes it harder for them to 
realize the years of work and suf- 
fering Californians have endured 
to build up this “highest in the 
world” standard of living. 


And from a health point of view 
we find equally serious threats. 
Have you seen one of these “Okie” 
camps. Dirty, half-clothed kids 
(and grown-ups, too), wallowing in 
filth, sleeping in tents and box- 
board shelters, skipping school, 
subject to disease, being raised 
(not reared) amid morally-shaken, 
dejected poverty. Can we immu- 
nize ourselves and our children... 
to keep these influences from our 
doors? 


We must do something! That is 
apparent. Bills and plans are 
already drawn up for discussion. 
Others are in the making. Califor- 
nia must rise to the problem and 
solve it justly and courageously. 
We must maintain and protect 
that which we have, and still we 
must remember that the “Okies” 
are fellow-Americans with rights 
and hurts and hopes, even as we. 

And we must remember... that 
lurking constantly in the shadows, 
with an occasional foray, when the 
opportunity to waylay a weak vic- 
tim arises, lies in wait ... that 
enemy of all Americans . . . the 
Moscow-bossed communist. 

California must act in behalf of 
these “Okies” and the common 
problem . . . before poverty and 
dejection and communistic mis- 
guidance leads them to act in their 
own behalf, to the detriment of all.
